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Returns Show Not a Solitary Nominee 
| @f the Democratic Party Is Elected— 
Scales Hit Hard by the Voters—Pea- 
body Runs Ahead of His Confreres, but 
Not Enough to Insare Victory=Mayor 
and His Cohorts Plunged in Gloom=— 
Jubilation of Law- Loving Citizens. 
Every candidate on the Republican county 
ticket was elected yesterday, and it is possible 
that a solid Republican delegation will be 
sent from this county to the next Congress. 
Notwithstanding the gerrymander of the 


legislative districts the Republicans have fared 


exceedingfy well in this county. Every partisan 
advantage that could be obtained to assist the 
Democracy by skillful gerrymahder tactics. 
partisan decisions of Reviewing Boards and 
the Election Commissioners has not aided 
the Democracy in accomplishing its purpose.

The defeat of the Democratic county ticket 
wasa great blow tothe Democratic couaty 
machine and was entirely upexpected. Both 
the State and local committee were confident 
that Cook County would roll upa strong 
plurality for their candidates. Up to the 
time Judge Scales decided the Ryan ticket 
could not go on the ballot as the official Peo- 
ples party county ticket the Democratic lead- 
ers had little fear they would be able to 
switch the People’s party vote; but after the 
Reviewing Board rendered its decision they 
became considerably alarmed over the 
strength of the People’s party movement, 
So great was their alarm in this respect that 
last week when Gov. Altgeld came up from 
Springfield to make a tew speeches on the 
grand round-up they hardly approved his 
policy of attacking the national admifistra- 
tion. In fact there is reason to believe that 
the Governor’s departure was made after a 
consultation with the leaders. 

Where Altgeld Came In. 

Aside from giving the Governor the oppor- 
tunity to give the national administration a 
dig it was believed that it was good policy for 
him to attack Mr. Cleveland, it being. ex- 
pected that in this way a large number of the 
‘aboring people would be induced to fdtsake 
the People’s party movement. In the course 
ofa few days the leaders made up their 
minds that they ‘had not so much 
to fear from the People’s party 
movement as they anticipated and they 
worked themselves into a belief that the Peo- 
ple’s party ticket would draw as heavily from 
the Repablicans asit did from the Demo- 
crats.

From the start the election returns last 
evening indicated a victory for the Republican

For some un- 
known reason only a few precinct returns on 
the county ticket got. past the Su tend- 
ent of Police’s office during the early part of 
the evening. : 

The first local bulletins were shown by 
stereopticon from Taz Trrsunz Buildmg at 7 
o’clock, and thereafter at intervals of five to 
ten minutes apart. The first one included 
five prezincts, which gave a plurality of 63 to

Carter over Judge Seales. It also contained 
the vote on Sheriff and President of the 
County Board, as did the bulletin that fol- 
lowed, which contained six more precincts.

_. ‘Mayor Hopkins Concedes Defeat, 

By 8 o’clock quite a number of precincts 
had been received and Mr. Wulff was still 
holding his own. Sixty-five precincts gave 
him a plurality somethmg like 200, and sooa 
after this a bulletin was thrown on the canvas 
to the effect that Mayor Hopkins conceded the 
defeat of the Democratic State and county 
ticket. This was of course received with im- 
mense enthusiasm by the great crowd in front 
of Tue Trisuns office. _ 

The returns show a great increasein the 
Republican vote, a corresponding de- 
crease in the Democratic vote, while the Peo- 
ple’s party trotted along with a little over one- 
tenth of the total vote. For instance, the 
Twenty-fourth Precinct of the Sixth Ward 
gave Hopkins 228 votes last December and 
Swift 53 votes.

Aupany, N. I., Nov. 6.— [Special. -A land- 
slide similar to that of 1881, which carried 
Grover Cleveland into the Governor's chair 
of New York and thereby afforded him a step- 
ping stone to the Presidency, occurred in 
New York State today and relegated David B. 
Hul to the rear. Levi P. Morton, the Re- 
publican eandidate, goes into office with a 
plurality which will exceed 150,000. The 
unpopularity. of Hill. and the general 
dissatisfactior of the people in general 
over the tariff legislation by Congress 
contributed in no small measure to the gen- 
eral result. The Everett P. Wheeler move- 
ment did not have any material effect on the

from one scheme after another until a few 
days before election when the fight simmered 
down to a straight contest between the Re- 
publican, Democratic, and People’s parties. 
fight Has Been a Close One, 

Every inch of ground since the Democratic 
and Republican tickets have been placed in 
the field has been closely contested. The 
Democrats apparently had all the money 
that anyjone could wish to have to conduct 
the campaign, and they spent it free- 
ly. On the other hand, the Republican 
committee was compelied to skimp along 
without enough funds to pay the legitimate 
expenses of the campaign. Chairman Smyth 
and the men about him were peraistent and 
industrious and met the obstacles as they 
were presented as best they could. 
districts are overwhelmingly Republican.

The most iateresting result in connection 
with the election in this county is probably 
the fact that seven Republican Congressmen 
have been elected to represent this county at 
Washington. The election of J. Frank Al- 
drich in the First District and George 
Edmund Foss in the Seventh District 
was conceded by the Democrats as these 
Third District. His campaign was short; it 
is scarcely three weeks since he was nomi- 
nated, and the nomination came without any 
knowledge or solicitation on his part. He was 
in Des Moines, Ia., at the time.

Defeat of McGann. 


Mr. McGann was so confident of reélection 
that he paid little attention to detail cam- 


paign work and is probably the most sur- 


prised man in town today. Democrats last 
evening conceded his defeat. In the Fourth 
District it was genera'ly believed that Charies 
W. Woodman had undertaken an up-hill 
task when he contracted by accepting 
the Republican nomination to defeat Frank 
Lawler and Tim Ryan. Ryan and Lawler 
have apparently split what. was left of the 
Democratic vote after the People’s Party 
candidate got in his work. In the Fifth Dis- 
trict White is elected and in the Sixth District 
Edward D. Cooke has snowed Julius Gold- 
zier under in good shape. Mr. Cooke has 
received the full Republican vote of the dis- 
trict and has drawn heavily from the Demo- 
crats, who were dissatifled with the way things 
have been run at Washington lately.

The First,.Fifth, Seventh, 
and Tenth Precincts of the Sixteenth Ward 
gave Claggett 569, Wulff 633, and Randolph 
88. The same precincts gave Clevelaud in 
1892 898 votes, Harrison 402, and Wea ver 5 

It was apparent at midnight the Republican 
plurality in Cook County was some place be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 votes. The land- 
slide was so sweeping that even Larry Mc- 
Gann, the Congressman representing the 
Third District, had lost his moormgs. The 
Democratic plurality in the district in 
1892 was over 9,300, and the indi- 
cations were that Hugh R. Belkuap had 
overcome this immense strength and has been 
elected. Lorimer’s clection in the Second 
District was concedéd by the Democrats, 
Woodman carried off the victory in the 
Fourth, White in the Fifth, and Edward D. 
Cooke defeated Julius Goldzier, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, by apparently a handsome 
plurality. J. Frank Aldrich, the Republican 
candidate in the First District, and Gerrge 
Edmund Foss in the Seventh District were, 
of course, in no danger and werqelected by 
large majorities. 

The only question as to the county ticket 
was in the contest for Sheriff. Peabody, the 
Democratic candidate, developed unexpected 
strength and ran something like 12,000 
ahead of his ticket. Oehne, the Democratic 
candidate for Treasurer, was defeated by 
Kochersperger, and the defeat was conceded 
by the Democrats. 

The receipt of returns at the City Hall last 
evening was extremely slow, but this, it was 
claimed, was owing to the fractional votes, 
and was not unexpected. All kinds of rumors 
were aloatin regard to the delay, Republic- 
ans in high rtanding charging that the returns 
were being hela by the Democrats. Not until 
10 o’clock did the police reports begin to 
come in with any regularity, and prior to that 
time the figures obtainable related merely to 
heads of the State ticket, and beyond general 
deduction from this unsatisfactory source 
there was little before that hour to indicate 
how the individual candidates of the county 
ticket and in the legislative and Congressional 
districts were running. 

Alexander H. Revell was much pleased over 
the result and apparently believed that it 
would be a great benefit to the business com- 
munity. He said: 

„While this seems to be a general landslide 
I regard the result in Illinois and Cook 
County due in a considerable measure to 
efficiency of the State and local co ttees. 
I think that the Republicans should grat- 
ulate thomselves that so able a man as Mr. 
Tanner was placed at the head of the State 
organization and they are equally deserving 
of congratulation on account of having so 
able and efficient a man as John M. Smyth at 
the head of the local committee. The com- 
mitree has done excellent work. It has had 
little means in a financial way, and bas been 
jorced to get along on an exceedingly small 
amount ot money. Under the circumstances 
it organized the county well and has done its 
work in a creditable, as well as a complete 


and efficient manner,” 

Dr. T. N. Jamieson, who has deen one of 
the most active workers in the interest of the 
Republican County ticket, was ge 
well pleased over the result. He sad:

REPUBLICAN LEADERS ARE JUBILANT. 


Crowds Receive the News at Headquarters 
—Views on the Causes. 

It has been a long time since the Republican 
leaders who gather at committee headquar- 
ters to receive election returns had occasion 
to rejoice as they did last The rooms 
of the County Central committee at No. 148 
Madison street were thronged until a late 
hour listening to the reading of bulletins that 
came in over a special wire placed at their 
convenience by the Western Union Telegraph 
company, and as the big majorities rolled up 
men of prominence unbended their dignity 
for the time and indulged in shouts of con- 
gratulation. As the operator handed ont 
sheet after sheet they were read off to the 
crowd vy Henry M. Hertz and in nearly every 
instance the figures were compared with both 
the mayoralty election of last December and 
Presidential election of two years ago for the 
purpose of ascertaining in what precincts 
gains had been made. 

Congressman J. Frank Aldrich was one of 

the first to putin an appearance with good 
news. He reported that his precinct, which 
is the Ninth of the Thirty-second Ward and 
which gave George B. Swift a majority of 
only 192, went Republican this time by a 
clean majority of 511. Even at that more 
than 100 of the people who had registered 
failed to vote, being disfranchised for want 
of sufficient facilities. Among those present 
during the evening were John M. Smyth, A. 
H. Revell, O. N. Carter, Ald. J. L. Camp- 
bell, Ald, Martin Best, Stephen A.

say regarding the results, Congressman Al- 
drich said: The one great element para- 
mount in this campaign and election, in my 
opinion, has been the dissatisfaction of the 
people with the power of the Democratic 
party to govern. The depression of business, 
coupled with the free trade mistakes made by 
Cleveland and Wilson and others, has opened 
the eyes of the masses to the fact that any 
such policy as that advocated by the party 
which these men represent is not for 
the best interest of the American indus- 
tries, and they have simply repudiated the 
leaders of Democracy with their votes at the 
polls. When Mr. Reed was here the other 
day he observed to me that we would organize 
the next House of Congress, and judging 
from the tenor of the dispatches coming in 
tonight I am of che opinion that his expecta- 
tions wilk be fully realized. In this country 
we are one people, and the general political 
feeling that affects the East is also felt in the 
West. Therefore it is the policy of the party 
now in power that has been the cause of this 
great landslide in all the States. 

A. H. Revell said he had studied the situa- 
tion very closely, and while the Republican 
victories everywhere were due chiefly to the 
Free trade policy of the Democratic party and 
to the action of the last House of Congress, 
which brought about hard times, he was satis- 
fied that so far as Chicago was concerned a 
portion of the uprising here was due largely 
to the methods of the Democratic machine in 
its unfair conduct of elections. “The peo- 
ple,” he continued, “have become tired of 
the rule of plug-uglies and sluggers and bull- 
dozers at the polls, and they have also grown 
weary of voting and not having their ballots 
counted. Therefore they have concluded that 
any sort of a change would not make the sit- 
uation worse and would be most likely to 
greatly improve it.

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IN THE LOOAL FIELD. 


Election Returns Handled Secretly. 

Never in the history of Chicago have elec- 
tion returns been handied with so much se- 
crecy by the party in power as last night. The 
average citizen who watched the proceedings 
in the City Hall would have seen the returns 
pass through the hands of Bill Asay and 
Mayor Hopkins before they were handed to 
the City Press Association, which had charge 
of tabulating the results. Early in the even- 
ing, after the returns which showed Re- 
publican gains came in, there was a rumor 
that the returns were being held back. A re- 
porter for Tun Tuns went over to the 
City Hall. As the sheets were brought in by 
officers from different precincts they were 
taken into the office of the Chief of Police. 
There they were handed to a police official in 
citizen’s clothes, and he again handed them 
toa Lieutenant, who in turn pushed them 
through a window, the upper half of which 
was pulled down, and as the panes were 
glazed it was impossible to see inside of the 
room. 

This was Chief Brennan’s office, and it was 
here that Mayor Hopkins and his lieutenants 
received the news of their Waterioo. The 
blinds of the room were closed, and inside of 
it beside the Mayor were his secretary, Felix 
Senff, “Billy” Asay, Chief Brennan, and a 
number of Mayor Hopkins’ friends. Some 
of them could be seen through the window 
which led to the room where the reporters were 
at work.

He was told 
about the rumor that the returns were being 
held back. 

“T don’t know anything about it,“ he said, 
L have just come from the Mayor’s office 
and all I do know is that none of the returns 
are complete. Fully one-third of the ticket 
is scratched.”

About 10 o'clock Sheriff Gilbert and Ald.

Strength of the Papulists, 

One feature as the vote was compiled was 
the strength of the Populist party, whose ad- 
vocates claimed a vote in the city of 25,000, 
and this with a good measure of verification 
according to the returns already received. 
The indications of a Republican majority on 
the State ticket of 12.000 were so strong as 
to be practically conceded by conservative 
Democrats, though there were those who be- 
lieved that later returns would reduce this 
majority materially. 

The grounds for this claim were that the 
returns from the Democratic precincts would 
be slow, owing to the lack of clerical ability 
on the part of judges and clerks in these dis- 
tricts.

UNITED STATES TO AID ENGLAND, 


Important Moves Being Made in the Chi- 
nese Complications. 
ISPECIAL CABLE. |! 

Lowpon, Nov. 6.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World, |—I have the statement from an author- 
ity in which I place the utmost confidence 
that instructions have just been telegraphed 
by the British Foreign-Office to Admiral Fre- 
mantle, in charge of the British fleet in Chi- 
nese waters, to demand further and important 
concessions of the territory to Engiand in 
case of any outrages to English resi- 
dents in China. This is of particular 
interest to the United States, 
it is claimed here that, by the terms 
of an agreement signed by the allied 
foreign governments, the British Admiral im 
Chinese waters will be placed in supreme 
command of all the foreign ¢quadrons, inciud- 
ing that of the United States, to avenge any 
violence to foreigners. Since France would, 
of course, be glad of the example set by Eng- 
land to demand voncessions from China of 
territory on the south, contiguous to Tonquin, 
and Russia, of territory on the north, giving 
her ports free from ice, the United States 
warships on Asiatic stations, if the above 
named contention is correct, would be forced 
to aid England, France, and Russia to compel 
China into concessions which would give the 
control of the Pacific to these three nations.

INTERESTING FIND IN OALIFORNIA. 


Relics of a Prehistoric Race in the Ala- 
meds Mounds, 

San Francisco Chronicle; Considerable in- 
terest has been reawakened in the remains of 
prehistoric times which exist in the vicinity 
of San Francisco. During the last few days 
a number of scientists have been devSting 
some attention to the mounds in Alameda, 
especially one which is on the Sather tract, in 
the eastern portion of the Encinal.. A cut 
was made through one side of the mound and 
many relics of great interest to archzologists 
were discovered. The. feature of the 
finds in Alameda is the discovery of 
a number of prehistoric relics which give evi- 
dence of the great age of the mound in which 
they were found. Further than this, some of 
the stientists who have examined the relics 
say that they indicate the existence of a race 
different from that which inhabited the mound 
region of the Mississippi Valley. 

e mound on the Sather property is located 
in the center of a Jarge tract, bounded on the 
south side by Central avenue and just east of 
Versailles avenue. It is half an acre in ex. 
tent, and its-highest elevation is fifteen feet, 
Chinese gardeners have utilized the soii and a 
crop of summer squash covers the ground. 
An orchard of various kinds of fruit trees also 
flourishes there. For years the mound has 
been a source of investigation, but lately 
there has been an incentive to further prob- 
ing into its contents because of the excava- 
tions just made. 

On the northern side a cut of six feet was 
made through the mound by graders who were 
track-laying for an electric road. The cut 
was made on an extension of Santa Clara ave- 
nue. It is now only ten feet wide, but when 
the street is completed it will require an ex- 
en vation into the mound of sixty additional 
feet. 1 

The graders worked into a rich field of relizs 
when they upturned the dirt in the mound. 
Six complete skeletons were dug up, and these 
form an interesting study. The bodies, when 
interred, had been laid upon the right side, 
with the heads toward the east. A peculiarity 
of these finds was the unusual thickness of the 
skuils. The bone was fully one-third of an 
inch thick and the skulle were extremely well 
preserved. In several instances the teeth were 
all intact, firm, and solid, with only the an- 
amel worn off. 

Earthenware and stone implements were 
turned up in considerable quantity. Mortars, 
pestles, pipes, arrowheads, and several curi- 
ously-shaped stone relics have been found 
and are distributed among local and Alameda 
curid seekers. During the excavations made 
by the railroad company several stone imple- 
ments shaped like a plum-bob and apparently 
designed for use as sinkers for fish nets or 
lines were found. Some of these are in the 
possession of L. N. Chapman of Alameda, 
who hag a number of interesting relics from 
the mound. Among them is a stone pipe 
shaped like an hour glass, with hollow, bulg- 
ing ends. It is smooth and well preserved. 

2 — h the mound are large de 

shells. reat quantities of a rib cockle 
or clam-shell are found there and scientists 
say that they cannot now be found in the 
waters of the bay. Oyster shells. also 
abound. The cockle-shell found in the 
mound, while extinct here, is identical with 
a species in Puget Sound. The oyster shell 
ig a trifle larger than that of the native 
oyster now found in California waters. Deer 
horns in an excellent state of preservation 
were found in the mound and several ex- 
cellent petrifactions which appear to have 
deen the vertebre of some prehistoric fish. 
The relics thus far found in the mound all

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QUEER MEN WHO NEVER LAUGHED. 
A Woodland’ Tribe Without a Sense of 
Humor. 5 


Frederick Greenwood in the London Nlus- 
trated News: It was thought a strange dis. 
covery when, somewhere in Northern Asia, a 
tribe of woodland men was found who never 
laughed; never laughed, not because they 
were too proud, as certain tribes among 
ourselves are, but because they had never 
known how. So the travelers convinced 
themselves who employed a train of these 


laughterless people as guides through the for- 
ests they were found in, All sorts of tricks 
were tried to move them to mirth, and all 
failed. gazed upon the most screaming 
practical jokes in silence and with unaltered 
countenances.. Their mirth, if they were 
roused to any, was an interior tickle quite, 
For laughter they seemed entirely without 
the wherewithal, much to the travelers’ 
amazement and more to their pity. 

I wonder whether the commiseration was 
mutual, Not to be able to laugh seems a 
dreadfui thing to those who make that noise, 
but to men incapable of making the noise 
how sad it must seem and how strangely 
resembling their fellow creatures to the 
beasts of the field! To be sure we 
who laugh are proud of the gift because we 
fancy it one of the haif ‘divine things which 
the beasts have not. But this is the fancy of 
people who do laugh and who, 9,999 times in 
10,000 have never listened to the sound of 
laughter as so much noise, mere noise, 
dissociated from all idea and preconception. 
But that is how this outlandish folk did 
when the travelers were exploding over 
their own so-well-got-up practical jokes, 
It would be entirely unphilosophical to 
assume that the forest people could not 
eee the fun of those humorous contrivances 
of the Western World. For if one sort of 
savage tribes can educate themselves to suffer 
the most 9 pain without moving a 
muscie, why should not another sort be 
brought up to enjoy the most extraordinary 
jokes with the same dignity? Surely they 
might, if conscious of the same motive—the 
Red Indian’s disdain of uttering unseemly 
cries and making ugly faces. 

Well, then, if that were the case these se- 
cluded woodlanders. while they saw the fun 
just as the red Indian feels the pain, heard 
laughter for the first time. And if so how 
should it sound to them, this noise? Like 
something half divine. as we fondly imagine 
its equality? The voice of something that no 
mammal save man can express. Some- 
thing which the brutes have no throat 
for? By no weans. What they heard was an 
animal voice, pure and simple. and since a 
forest folk has finer ears for such voces than 
other men we may well believe that laughter. 
less tribe more grave than ever while the Eu- 
ropean larks were going on, and that they 
parted from the travelers pitying them as 
much as they themselves were pitied. 

But is there, then, no such thing as musical 
laughter—pleasant laughter? To that question 
how unexpected and unkind an answer No“ 
would be! Perhaps, also, impossible except 
from the mouth of a philosopher of the laugh- 
terless tribe. When you hear some unknown 
voice laughi without (at night for 
preference)—only the laugh audible and 
the utterer of it unseen—listen for the 
next peal with a mind discharged of 
everything but attention to the mere quality 
of thesound. That it is the utterance of any 
human feeling is to be cast out of con- 
sciousnese: that it comes from a human 
throat is to be excluded from presumption. 
Do this and what you will hear will ve a 
clatter of sound like many things more than 
the expression of a human voice. It may 
even sound mechanical, as if proceeding 
from some wood-fashioning machine. More 
probably, however, it will strike the ear as a 
succession of barbarous percussive notes, 
either resembling the cry of some known ani- 
mal—a quacking animal, a barking, or a 
braying animai—or suggestive of some forest 
creature whose voice you are hearing for the 
first time.

IS WORSE THAN IN DESPOTIC RUSSIA. 


Bigh-Handed Mess ures Carried Out by 
Henchmen of the Democratic Machine. 
High-handed measures, such ag even des- 

potic Russia could not equal, were put into 
effect by the machine henchmen yesterday to 
prevent an honest expression at the polls. 
Citizens were arrested on thé street or in 
their homes and locked up in police stations, 
at times many miles from the place of arrest, 
without being booked, and the police officials 
refused to allow them to communicate with 
relatives or friends, 

Nine of the. Polish Republicans who were 
kidnaped Monday night after attending the 
meeting at No. 540 Noble street were located 
yesterday at the Hyde Park Police Station. 
These men were all challengers and voters 
who were to work at the polis. They were all 
put into patrol wagons and carted from the 


. North west Side to the Hyde Park Station with 


the evident intention of depriving them of 
their votes and preventing them from 
exercising their official duties. Yes- 
terday morning George C. Lenke, 
who had been looking for them since 
the night before, went to Mayor Hopkins and 
demanded to know what had become of them. 
After considerable delay he was told the men 
were at Hyde Park, They were ordered to be 
brought to Central Station and were not 
booked until nearly noon. Isadore H. Himes, 
an attorney and County Committeeman, with 
Justice Glennon and City Committeeman 
Jacob M. Horn, went to the Central Station 
for the purpose of bailmg the men out, 
Charges of disorderly cunduct had been pre- 
ferred against these men and the warrants 

been issued by Justice Foster. Mr. 
Himes was at first informed they were city 
charges and later that they were made out in 
the name of the State. After some difficulty 
and delay the bonds were finally made out 

signed by Mr. Lenke, Ald. Scherman, 
Jacob Horn, and I. H. Himes, Two of the 
men the police refused to release, They also 
refused to give the name of the complainants 
to Mr? Himes. 

Joseph Cunego, George Barnett, M. Brown 
and John P. Davis were arrested Monday and 
yesterday morning on warrants charging 
them with disorderly conduct, All of these 
men were connected with the Republican 
Campaign committee, either as judges, chal- 
lengere, or clerks. They were locked up in 
the Central Station, and though they made 
repeated efforts to communicate with their 
families they claim the police refused to send 
out the corimunications. Not until Chicago's 
Chief of Police and his officers at the Central 
Station were threatened with civil damage 
suite for false imprisonment by the Repub- 
lican compaign officers did the chief consent 
the release them. 

Worse Than Russia. 


In speaking of these outrages John M. 
Smyth, Chairman of the Repudiican 
County Central committee, said: Never in 
my experience have I heard of such outrages 
as have been performed by the Democratic 
managers in this city.

In courteous treatment the women had an 
experience yesterday which was a repetition 
of the conduct of men toward them on regis- 
tration day. Outside of a few precincts in 
some of the rough wards no complaints were 
made. In the Twenty-third Ward it was said 
some women were kept from voting, but this 
was a notable exception. Courtesy was the 
rule. The women, too, seemed to appreciate 
the situation, Generally they were quite will- 
ing to wait in line with the men. They had 
got educated to the point of understanding 
that if they yoted as did the men they might 
ex some inconvenience. 

‘he in junction to vote between 10 a. m. 
and 2 p.m. was not wholly heeded. The 
women began voting before 9 o’clock, and in 
some precinets they cast the first ballots of 
the day. Within the wards where instruction 
had been thoroughly disseminated tnere was 
a better observance of the hours designated 
by the eee on committees, Some women 
necessarily to vote early in the day and 
others wanted to vote and be through with it; 
so it happened they were baliotting all day, 
— the heaviest voting was done. before 2 
o’clock, 

The methods employed by Chicago women 
to get out the voters differed but little from 
those of the men, They had lists of the 
women who had registered, and they had 
watchers at the polis, As the day wore on 
. those listed did not appear they were sent 

or. 

In most of the wards the Republican 
women had the assistance of the men. The 
latter bore the expense of carriages, which 
they allowed the women to use, In other 
cases the ladies gave their P+ * carriages 
for the good of the cause. Of course this was 
done in a quiet and womanly way, but the re- 
sults were just the same. 


Good Vote in Fashionable Wards. 


In the fashionable wards a good vote was 
polied, and in the districts of all the wards 
where cultured women reside there wasa 
representative vote. In fact the balloting 
was nearly a full repetition of the registration, 
The ballot was a great obliterator of social 
lines. Goi to vote with servants and all 
sorts of néighbors was quite the thing and 
after the day was over the women said they 
had had a good experience and were none the 
worse for the slight peep they had at their 
neighbors. It was not an uncommon thing 
for the active women, who had a pride in see- 
ing their precincts poll a large vote, to go to 
the homes of their neighbors and care for the 
children while the mother went to the polls. 

In the Fourth Precinct of the Thirty-fourth 
Ward women were unable to vote. Mrs. L. 
B. Shattuck of the Women’s Republican Cam- 

ign committee, visited the Thirty-first, 

hirty-second, Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth 
Wards, and this was the only precinct of 
which she had information of women leaving 
the polis because of the crowd. In this par- 
ticular precinct 1.068 men and 300 women 
were * and it appeared to be an im- 
possibility for all to vote, and when the Re- 
publican women saw men would be forced 
away they decided to sacrifice their bal-

DOWN WITH FREE TRADE, UP WITH PRO- 
TECTION. 

The Repubiicans have carried the country. 
They have marched in triumph from Massa- 
chusetts to California and have captured all 
the enemy’s strongholds on their way. They 
have redeemed New York, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Colorado, and other States. They have 
carried the next House of Representatives and 
have disposed of the tariff question dur ing the 
last two years of Mr. Clevsland's term. They 
have decided that the country shall go no far- 
ther in the direction of free trade. 

Lack of employment, low wages, Coxeyism, 
and Debsism have had their effect on the peo- 
ple. The men who voted for Cleveland in 
1892, relying on the Democratic promise of 
high wages and cheap foreign goods, have 
found out that the two things do not go to- 
gether. They have the cheap goods 
but they have not the wages with which 
to buy them. This discovery that Dem- 
o¢ratic pledges are not to be trusted 
has been made not only by the workingmen 
of the North but by those of the industrial 
districts of the South, West Virgiaia does 
not sympathize with Chairman Wilson in his 
demand for free trade in coal and its other 
products, or with his promise to the English- 
men at the London banquet that the protec- 
tion fences should be thrown down. The En- 
glieh manufacturers will not read with pleas- 
ure the news from America today. 

But the American manufacturers and mer- 
chants and business-men generally will draw 
a long breath of relief. They are safe from 
molestation during the next Congress. They 
can go on with their business without fear of 
destructive tariff changes in the near future. 
They will feel that they do not have to wade 
through two more years of strikes and every 
other form of industrial discontent. And 
seeing that the workingmen are alive to their 
reai interests this year the business-men have 
reason to hope that those workingmen will 
show equal good sense two years hence. 

The Democrats have had their day. They 
have had their swing for two years. They 
have been given a chance to show how thor- 
oughly they know the arte of government. 
The experiment has satisfied the country that 
wise ruling is not the forte of the . Dernocracy 
and that that party should resume its old post 
of critic and censor of the Republicans. The 
Democrats have plunged the country into a 
panic, They have given it a surfeit of hard 
times. With what face can they after what 
they have done ask to be given again the con- 
trol of the General Government?

COUNTY. 

The eyes of the voters of Chicago and Cook 
County have been opened at last. Of the 
men who voted with light hearts and jubilant 
pxpectations for Cleveland two years ago a 
sufficient number have seen the light to 
change the majority of 32,000 which he got 
into a Republican majority of about 20,000 
to 30,000. Experience has been an effectual 
teacher in this instance ut least. The size of 
the Populist vote is evidence, however, that 
too many of the workingmen have not been 
able to find out yet what hurt them and have 
been captivated by the delusions of the Popu- 
lists, 

But enough men saw the error of their ways 
and came back to the cause of protection and 
good government to rout the Democrats, 
horse, foot, and dragoons. The Republicans 
have made a clean sweep of their county 
ticket. They did so in despite of the greatest 
frauds and the most outrageous maltreatment 
ever suffered at any election. The sluggers, 
the heelers, and the roughs were allowed to 
do their wurst.

If it had not been for the overwhelming Re- 
publican majority they would have been 
bullied and cheated out of the election.

WELL DONE, NEW YORE. 

Well done, New York, both city and State. 
Ard well done, Brooklyn. It was a landslide, 
an avalanche, a Waterloo. 
candidate fot Governor, David B. Hill, was 
the strongest man the Democrats could have 
named and he was put in nomination for that 
reason. He made an extraordinary canvass 
of the State. He threw himself into the 
breach, exvecting to win by his personal pop- 
ularity with his party.

It is too early as yet 
to estimate Morton’s majority in the whole 
State, but it now locks as if it might reach 
the phenomenal Cleveland majority, if not 
surpass it. 

New York City has smashed Tammany al- 
most beyond recognition. In 1892 Tammany 
gave Cleveland 76,300 over Harrison. In 
1898 it gave Meyer, Democratic candidate 
for Secretary of State, 67,670 over Palmer, 
Republican. Now Strong (Rep.) carries the 
city, at present accounts, by from 85,000 to 
40,000. It would not be strange if his ma- 
jority should mount up somewhere near the 
normal Tammany majority. The tiger’s teeth 
and talons have been drawn, He will do no 
more harm. The rotten, corrupt gang of pub- 
lic plunderers who have lived by robbing the 
taxpayers and blackmailing the vices of the city 
have come to the end of their power, and those 
who escape the penitentiary as the outcome 
of the Lexow investigation will slink into 
their holes. An honest, vigorous, public- 
spirited business administration will take the 
place of the depredahons of an organized 
band of thieves. Chicago, the first city in the 
Union, congratulates New York, and next 
spring will follow its example. It has no ob- 
jection to the extension of New York City 
over the largest possible area if it will kee p 
on voting as it did yesterday.

If the N ew- Yorkers could 
wipe out the big Tammany, which has been 
intrenched in power for more than a quarter 
of a century with ite enormcus majority and 
its powerful machine, the people of Chicago 
can wipe out the little Tammany which has 
been in power only a few months.

DISGRACEFUL DEMOCRATIC SLUGGING. 

The disreputable tactics determined on by 
the Democratic leaders in this city for elec- 
tion day were fully acted out by the ward 
bummers and pluguglies who were mar- 
shaled under the boss leadership, Scores of 
fights occurred during the day, and in every 
instance these were started by the hired em- 
ployés of the Democratic gang which deter- 


mined to carry Cook County at all hazards 


for a perpetuation of rule by the lesser Tam- 
many which recently has fastened itself upon 
the people of Chicago. The roughs were most 
ram pant in the First, Twenty-third, Twenty- 
fourth, and Thirty-fourth Wards. The last 
named embraces Kensington and West Pull- 
man, the old home of Boss Hopkins, and it is 
understood workers on the Wentworth avenue 
sewer were largely drawn upon for men willing 
to fight in the vicinity of the different polling 
places, In the Twenty-fourth Ward a great 
number of respectable citizens were delib- 
erately insulted by organized bands of loaf- 
ers, and the first word of ‘remonstrance was 
the signal for biows and kicks, some of which 
are said to have been advised by judges 
of election. Several persons were eeverely in- 
jured in these encounters, some of them hav- 
ing given no offense except by standing on the 
other side of the street as spectators and be- 
ing suspected from their quiet demeanor of 
being friends of law and order. 

Happily these bul!dozing tactics did not pre- 
vail. On the contrary, there is every reason 
to believe that but for them the Democratic 
vote would have been somewhat larger than 
it was and the Republican vote correspond- 
ingly less. The demonstration in favor of 
rowdyism was so pronounced and the des- 
perate resolves of the leadersso obvious that 
thousands of the more decent Democrats re- 
fused to vote for men who seemed to depend 
upon the support of the slums. These voted 
the Republican ticket, hoping thereby to aid 
in securing the city against a repetition of 
seenes which were a disgrace to American 

ivilization and have had no parallel in num- 
bers on any previous occasion in the history 
of Chicago. The Democratic resort to organ- 
ized thugism was so emphatically rebuked by 
the people that it never will be repeated again 
in the leading city of the United States. It 
was demonstrated by the election of yesterday 
that Tammany methods will nut be tolerated 
in Chieago.

SWINDLING SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

Every session of the Committee of the Real 
Estate Board brings to licht additional cases 
of diabolical outrage perpetrated upon the 
taxpayers in this city under the plea of mak- 
ing special assessments for the improvement 
of their property. The sitting of Monday was 
marked by the disclosure of several instances 
of imposition which amount to downright 
robbery. An assessment was made for $1,250 
to pay tho cost of putting down a stone 
sidewalk in front of sixty-two feet on Clark 
street, near Harrison. The alleged cost 
staggered the owner and he asked for 
bids from the three leading companies. 
responded with offers to do the 

work for $800, $789, and $760 respectively. 
The work afterwards was let by contract at 
the high price, and the owner has not received 
a cent of rebate, but it is claimed that as done 
for the city it was more éxtensive and there. 
fore more expensive than would have been 
required from the citizen. Théreis, how- 
ever no discount to be made from the reports 
of flagrant wrong made by many others. 
They told of dig assessments made and the 
property aold for non-payment when the work 
charged for was not done at all, of large as- 
sessments for improvements more than a 
mile away from their property, and of assess- 
ments for sidewalks to be laid down in places 
from which no houses are in sight and where 
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bo used as a corruption fund besides 


every one of the numerous cases brought to 
the attention of the committee is reported by 
some one who is more or less conversant with 
business methods. A very large proportion 
of the smailer property-owners do not belong 
to this class. They are ignorant of the fact 
that they are being swindled, and so pay with- 
out protest unless in the cases where they are 
obliged to let the property be sold because 
unable to raise the money demanded of .them 
by the robber combine or those who are work- 
ing for it. The average workingman who 
ownsa home may feel that something is 
wrong when assessed nearly double what an 
improvement is worth, but he has no time to 
investigate, and makes no furmal complaint. 
The poor widow with a family, whose home is 
all that was left when the breadwinner of the 
household was taken away, does not know 
enough to enter a protest, gnd if she did make 
one it would be disregarded by the vampires 
who suck the blood out of taxpayers through 
the medium of the infernal special assessment 
robbery of the defenseless ones. 

The whole gang ought to be swept out of 
the City Hall, which it has disgraced and de- 
filed till the place is as foul as was the Augean 
stable. The subject should be remembered 
and agitated during the whole of the five 
months between this and the municipal elec- 
tion of next April, at which time the filthy herd 
ought to be chased out of office and isto pri- 
vate life by the votes of an indignant and 
outraged people. Never before have the tax- 
payers had so much reason to complain of 
the wrong endured by them because of of- 
ficial corruption. The reform demanded is 
not a matter of mere politics, but of honesty 
and decency. The committee of the Real Es- 
tate Board has begun well in the exposure of 
the villainy. It should not tire in the good 
work, but keep it before fhe people till 
next election day.

SJLVER DOLLARS IN MEXICO. 

In the North American Review Claude N. 
Bennet tells of his experiences with money 
during a recent visit to the City of Mexico. 
He went to the mint and ascertained for him- 
self that the Americun silver dollar is not so 
heavy asthe Mexican silver dollar.. A few 
minutes later he went into a restaurast. The 
price of his dinner was just *‘a dollar.” He 
handed the cashier a United States silver dol- 
lar and received back in change a Mexican 
silver dollar. He received a larger dollar 
than he paid out and got his dinner besides. 
He says this simple illustration is proof con- 
clusive that without the stamp which gives it 
a fictitious yalue the United States dollar 
would be worth only half a dollar. The ad- 
vocates of free and unlimited coinage claim 
the United States Government is so very rich 
and powerful that it can sustain, in unlimited 
number, this kind of dollar. It is very rich 
and powerful, so much so that it now is sus- 
taining more than 419 millions of “ stand. 
ard silver dollars, more than 127 millions 
of uncoined bullion represented by Treasury 
notes, and nearly 77 millions of subsidiary 
silver, making a total stock of 624 millions 
of silver, which, without its stamp. guaran- 
teeing redemption, would be worth but 50 
cents on the dollar.” If it tried to sustain at 
„par an unlimited num ber of such dollars 
it would be only a question of time when the 
great United States Government was ready 
for the hands of a receiver. In comparison 
with gold its dollars then would be like the 
Mexican dollars, worth only half a dollar 
each, 

The condition of silver in Mexico is ren- 
dered worse by the fluctuations in its value. 
At Laredo, Tex., just across the Rio Grande 
from Mexico, one bank paid 88 per cent pre- 
mium for United States money, another gave 
90 cents premium, and the depot agent gave 
92 cents premium in Merican silver. Many 
stores cheerfully exchange Mexican money 
for United States money at the rate of two 
for one. Mexican money is quoted in the 
market, like wheat, or cotton, or sugar. The 
masses of Mexico, the laboring people, suffer 
most from the depreciation of their currency. 
They never are paid off in anythimg else and 
never buy with anything else. The premium 
on good money over the poor money never 
goee to them. They pay premiums and 
never get them. The exporters of Mexico 
who send abroad coffee, hemp, hides, tobacco, 
ete., get paid in foreign money and make 
profits accordingly. The laborers who culti- 
vate the ground for these products are paid in 
Mexican silver, and they get a miserable pit- 
tance as compared with the wages paid the 
labofers of the United States, The general 
averages of all the States, as reported by Min- 
ister Romero, run from 23% to 50 cents, the 
grand average being 36 cents in Mexican 
money, which is 18 cents in United States 
money. The condition does not suggest any 
reason why the laboring people in this coun- 
try should demand free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. 


THE CHINESE HOWLING FOR PEACE. 

From the tenor ot the dispatches of the 
last few days it would seem that China is in 
a condition very much resembling panic. The 
Japanese have added victory to victory and 
have captured immense quantities of supplies, 
arms, and munitions of war. Nearly all the 
Chinese strategic points are in their hands, 
and their invasion of China proceeds almost 
without resistance, the Chinese evacuating 
their strongholds and fleeing before the vic- 
torious little Japs. Japan, indeed, seems 
already to be the conqueror, and if the war 
continues much longer China will be at its 
mercy, big as it is. 

In this emergency the Chinese are clamor- 
ing for peace. They are wiiling to stop fight- 
ing if the Japanese will concede the independ- 
ence of Corea, and they are willing to pay 
such indemnity as the great powers may say, 
for whose intervention they are also clamor- 
ing, It is significant that England is in favor 
of a peace. The London Standard says: 

The conquerors will for the first time display 
a lack of sagacity if they decline to accept 
reatonable overtures for peace. They are no 
longer despised by the Chinese, but more than 
ever are bated, and could not hope to govern a 
single province of China proper if it should be 
formally ceded to them. Meanwhile the powers 
have a common interest in averting the disinte- 

tion of the Celestial Empire. Humanity per- 
emptorily forbids the thought of allowing a gov- 
ernment under which hundreds of millions live 
to be destroyed. Japan may lose the whole 
fruits of ber victory by clutching for too much. 

Considering England’s relations with Asiat. 
ie and African countries in the past, the ap- 
peal in behalf of humanity is amusing. When 
its interests were at stake Engiand never 
considered the question of humanity nor is 
she considering it now. Sir Jalliday Mac. 
Artney, Secretary of the Chinese’ Legation at 
Berlin, hits much nearer the truth when he

ways remember. It would like to see Japan 
make China howl louder than it does now 
It would like to see this war continued until 
Japan had knocked some ideas of Western 
into the stolid heads of the Chi- 
nese. It would like to see the Japs walking 
all over China and forcing it to accept tele- 
graphs, teiephones, railroads, modern inven- 
tions and appliances, and to conduct itself as 
if it were living in the nineteenth instead of 
the tenth century, The Chinese always lie 
down and howl when any one attacks them. 
They have no shame and no patriotism. It 
would seem to be an excellent opportunity 
now to beat sense and modern methods into 
their dull heads, and there would seem to be 
no better parties to effect this than their 
neighbors, the Japs, who have very advanced 
ideas of their own, as is shown by the com- 
paratively easy style in which their 30 mill- 
ions are getting the best of China’s 300 
millions, 


WHY MORE BONDS MAY HAVE TO BE 


In connection with the announcement that 
Secretary Carlisle has accepted an invitation 
to make a speech at the annual dinner of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce the 20th 
inst. it is reported that he may utilize this oc- 
casion to set forth the views of the adminis- 
tration on the bond question. It is said also 
by a prominent banker: 

The election at present obscures the future 
matter, but you may announce that President 
Cleveland will uadoubtedly order a bond issue 
this winter and that Carlisle or anybody else 
cannot prevent it. 

It is certain that one of two things must 
happen. Either there must be more revenue 
or more bonds will have to be sold to prevent 
a depletion of the gold reserve due to an in- 
sufficiency of revenue wherewith to meet the 
current expenses of the government—an in- 
sufficiency due to the ignorant, vicious legis- 
lation of the Democrats. 

At the close of the last month. the cash bal- 
ance in the Treasury was 107 millions. Of this, 
however, sixty-one’ millions was the gold re- 
serve, leaving only forty-six millions availa- 
ble for ordinary purposes. This reserve of 
sixty-one millions of gold ought to be larger 
to guard against sudden casualties, but as 
long as there are no great financial disturb- 
ances at home or abroad, and as long as the 
business world is satisfied that the govern- 
ment will maintain its silver currency at par 
with gold and that the Populists cannot carry 
out their destructive designs, it is sufficient. 

But during the last month the cash balance 
was reduced twelve and a half millions simply 
because the expenses exceeded the receipts 
that much. The merchants did not buy as 
many foreign goods as the Secretary and 


Chairman Wilson thought they would. Nei- 


ther of these gentlemen made any allowance 
for the blow struck by their party at the con- 
sumptive capacity of the country, which has 
fallen off one-third. It does not pay for the 
merchants toimport and pay the duties on 
great quantities of goods because, no matter 
how cheaply they offer them, purchasers can- 
not be found for all of them. There are so 
many men out of work and so many getting 
low wages that the volume of sales is reduced 
frightfully. Thus the customs revenues have 
gone to pieces, 

There need be no expectation of getting 
anything from the income tax worth speaking 
of before the middle of next year. Whilea 
little raw sugar ie beginning to come in it 
will be months before the large stock ac- 
cumulated by the sugar trust has been worked 
off and the government begins to get much 
revenue from sugar. Therefore unless there 
is a marked improvement in the customs and 
internal revenue receipts the cash balance 
will become so low that the government will 
have totrench on the gold reserve to meet 
current expenses or put off its creditors. An 
excess of expenses over receipts like that of 
last month would make it necessary to draw 
on the reserve before March. To do that cer- 
tainly would create alarm. 

If the revenues exceeded the expenditures 
the goid reserve would take care of itself. It 
would grow by reason of the gold produced 
in this country and sold at the mints by the 
miners, even if no gold were paid in for du- 
ties. Therefore if Congress at its next ses- 
sion were to provide for increasing the rev. 
enue there would be no need of bonds. But 
the only bills before it are to decrease the 
revenue. There is one to take the duty off 
sugar and give up forty-five millions. There 
are bills to take the duty off other articles, 
With the deficit what it is, there is no proba- 
bility of the passage of bill to put sugar 
on the free list, On the other hand, a Demo- 
cratic Congress cannot be persuaded to raise 
any of the duties which are protective in 
order to aupply the Treasury with more money, 
and, as money is needed immediately, tinker- 
ing the income tax would not improve mat- 
ters. Therefore, unless there is a decided 
improvement in the government receipts the 
administration will have to sell more bonds to 
keep the government going and maintain the 
gold reserve, 


STORM TRACKS IN OUR HEMISPHERE. 
The November supplement to the Pilot 


Charts issued by the Hydrographic Depart- 
ment at Washington is a very interesting one, 
It shows the average track of storms in the 
Northern Hemisphere during the ten years 
ending with 1887. The, track may be de- 
scribed as starting a little north from the 
Tropic of Cancer, south of Corea, and east of 
China, sweoping near the eat tern coast of Ja- 
pan and the southern part of Karmschatka, 
between Bering Straits and the bow of the 
Aleutian Islands, and passing across the 
American continent a little north of the lati- 
tude of Chicago to the southern side of 
the bay ihto which the St. Lawrence 
empties itself, then across the Atlan. 
tic north from Scotland to near the 
western coast of the Scandinavian penin- 
sula, then curving southward and ending 
ten or twelve degrees north from the Caspian 
Sea. In the Pacific Ocean the average track 
is condensed intoa breadth of but a few 
miles, and is remarkable for the way in which 
it hugs the land that lies to the north of it. 
On this continent the main stream is sup- 
plemented by numerous streaks which start 
in from the southward at some distance east 
of the Pacific coast, but none originate on 
the continent east of the Mississippi River. 
Another stream of sturm tracings in the Gulf 
of Mexico and to the east of it sweeps down our 
Atlantic coast to join the principal stream off 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence and help it to 
vex the waters south and east of New. 
foundignd. Some twenty degrees west from 
the British Isles another set of tracks leaves 
the main stream, and from there passes 
through Southern Europe (but to the north 
of Spain) and ends in the Bleck Sea, The

railroads and the telegraphs. They admit 
that their present owners should be paild for 
them—they say they mean to be honest 4n all 
their dealings—but they will insist the 
owners taking their pay in scrip, of the 
government is to issue billions. This pis 
not to be redeemable in gold, silver, pig- iron, 
or anything tangible. Therefore it will ave 
no purchasing power. The former owner of 
railroad stocks who is given a million of i} by 
the government may be able to buy five hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of goods with it— not 
more. Thus, under the pretense of buying 
the roads, the Populists mean to steal them. 
If a man will not take the scrip for his ra - 
road property the confiscators will tell him 
he will get nothing. 

The Georgeites are not worrying them - 
selves about the railroads, They want ‘to 
steal the capital value of all the land in thie 
United States. They are less hy pocritics al 
than the Populists. do not propose to 
insult the men they rbb by offering thenn 
valueless shinplasters. They say that the 
owner in fee simple of every lot or farm 1 
the United States must pay to the govern - 
ment annually whatever sum that lot or farin 
would rent for if unimproved. If the lot- 
owner has not improved it, still he must

turned over to some one why will. If there: 
is a house on the lot his . 
interfered with so long as he 28 rent for the 
land under it. 

A man may be living on property which his 
father or grandfather may have Been given by 


the United States for fighting the Indians, the

himself could get from any person. Or the 
owner may have bought the land a year ago, 
paying for it ita full vaiue, on the expectation 
that he, and not the government, would enjoy 
whatever rental value the land might have. 
Yet, although he bought gelying on the con- 
tinuance of the system which has prevailed in 
this country ever since it was settled, the 
Georgeites would give him no compensation 
whatever, If he had paid a hundred thousand 
dollars for land which he could rent for 
$4,000 a year the Georgeites would require 
him to pay that $4,000 to the State, but the 
man from whom he bought would be allowed 
to retain his hundred thousdhd dollars. 

Then there are State Socialists who want 
the government to take the railroads without 
paying for them, and also to take the coal and 
iron mines, the factories, and the machinery 
in them, of course without payment. Then 
the government woulil manufacture and 
transport everything. 

The one bond of union between these three 
sets of confiscators, and also bet ween ‘them 
and the Democratic party, is free trade, Only 
a few Populists are single taxers. Numbers 
of the latter are free fram the monetary de- 
lusions of the Populistsj favoring neither free 
silver nor fiat scrip. But they all stand on a 
free trade platform. In the t Congress 
Populists and Single Taxco did what they 
could to put through the Wileon tariff bill. 
While disagreeing among themselves and 
with the Democracy on many points they 
will always rush to the gid of the Democratic 
party when it needs their servises in the cause 
of free trade, : 
WHAT OUR SMALL CORN CROP MEANS. 

A gentleman who a few years ago wrote 
numerous articles to prove that the world’s 
supply of wheat was giving out and that the 
eaters of wheat bread were menaced with 
starvation now attack the problem of corn 
supply. He has a lijtle better foundation 
than in the case of Wheat, and some of the 
points made by him arg of interest. He takes 
the consumption of ing grain in the 
United States during the last two years as ag- 
gregating more than +,700 million bushels, 
adding to the official ex.imates of production 
of corn and oats 300 hnillion bushels for re- 
duction of stocks of comp and oats in the hands 
of farmers, Also 30 t 40 million bushels of 
wheat have been fed to farm animals in the 
last fifteen months. The consumption of 
feeding grain for the last two years has aver- 
aged 200 million bushels per month, this be. 
ing ut the rate of 36.3 bushels’ per head per 
annum for each member of the population. 

If, as indicated by the October report of the 
Department of Agriculture, the corn crop of 
this year is less than 1,200 million bushels 
and the oats crop does not exceed 660 mill- 
ions, and supposing that 50 millions of 
wheat will have been used for animal feed 
before next October, while allowing only 10 
millions for exports of grain and meal, the 
total supply of feeding grain for the next 
twelve mooths will be only 158 million 
bushels per month ifstead of 200 millions 
and but 26.3 bushels per capita per annum 
instead of 36.3, The supply will be only 73 
per cent that of the last twenty-four months 
and 66 per cent of the annuai per capita sup. 
ply previous to 1892. The year’s production 
is at least GOO millions below ordinary re. 
quirements, and this deficit is in maize, 
since the oats crop is nearly up to the average 
volume. Economy it grain feeding upon 
any material scale seeths impracticable so far 
as farm animals, other than swine, are con- 
cerned, as the hay crop was in August official- 
ly reported to be 24,6 * cent below normal 
in condition.

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 6.—Minister Gana 
of Chile says concerning the reports that the 
President and Vice-President of the Chilian 
Senate have resigned asa result of the con- 
version laws that the laws direct the payment 
in gold of the paper money or notes issued in 
1879.

And now as to the time when Federal law 
did not come out so well, 

Floyd Wilson was a rarity—he was a good 
Deputy Marshal. A brave fellow, too. He 
was oneof the most popular men in Fort 
Smith and the talk was there that when Wil- 
son went after a man he generally brought 
him in. Well, in December, 92, he anda 
certain Dickey, special agent for the Pacific 
Express company, set out to catch Henry 
Starr. Starr was a wicked young Cherokee 
about a haif-blood—and he had been on the 
scout lor some time. He was getting to be 
one of the most promising young bad men in 
the five nations. 

Wilson and Dickey heard that Starr was 
somewhere in the neighborhood of Nowatah, 
in the Cherokee Nation. not far from 
country of the Osages. He had many friends 
there, and the two man-hunters expected to 
find him in the house of some of these. So 
they armed themselves accordingly. Wil- 
son, an expert rifle shot, took hie 
carbine. Dickey carried a Winchester 
„pump gun, a repeating shot gun. This 
was the idea: If they found Mr. Starr inside 
a house Dickey would be sure to pot him 
neatly and expeditiously with his 2 
scattering machine, If, on the other hand, 
Mr. Starr was loose on the prairie Wilson was 
to attend to him with his carbine, the same 
being of longer range. They had arranged to 
have horses secreted in the stock-pen at No- 
watah, and when they left the train there they 
took the horses and the hunt began. 

This was of a Sunduy evening. That night 
they broxe into and searched six houses, but in 
never a one of them did they find Mr. Starr. 
Dickey did not get a single chance with his

By Monday morning the expedition was 
breakfeasting at the U ranch, thirty-five 
miles south of Nowatah.

That was about all there was to it. Starr 
off and shot the man to rags. After 
poor Wilson was down in the sand, dead 
enough to suit anybody, the outlaw ran to 
him. straddled his body, and pumped every 
cartridge he had left into the poor deputy. 
Then he snatched up Wilson's crippled 
Wochester and tried to shoot him up some 
more with that. But it would not work. So 
Starr rode away with only his sixshooters. 
Just what Dickey was doing all this time is 
rather dim.

another world, are, to say the least, appeal- 
ing. In token of their intense grief each 
member of the family submits immediately 
to the operation of having the hair cut off the 
head. Should it be a widuw who is left to 
mourn, as her sogrow is still greater, her head 
is completely shaven. These daughters of the 
East overflow with pride for their beautiful 
tresses. Hence it is that it is sacrificed at the 
altar of the dead. 

Meanwhile the remains, with much cere- 
mony, are borne forth ona wagon, with an 
arch of rush matting of considerable height 
concealing it from the vulgar gaze, It is 
usually drawn by bullocks and accompanied 
by immediate friends only, to receive earth’s 
last peace offering at the shrine of the gods. 

Arriving at the holy place the deceased is 
taken from the bier and placed with much 
solemnity in the heat of the yet slowly-kin- 
dling brands. men, wrapped in the 

urest white sheets, withdraw to a little 

istance under the shade. Not a word is 
spoken, no requiem sung. The time 1s de- 
voted to silent supplications to the gods, 
whose brazen or stone figures stand near by 
in attitudes of the profoundest humility. At 
intervals raising their heads apparently, then 
falling to the earth on their faces, again stand- 
ing with their arms extended, they offer their 
petitions. A few sit gloomily under the olive 
trees, whose duty it is to keep the fire up toa 
certain pitch, never seeming to relax a 


muscle. 

Suddenly the gestures cease. An attitude 
of intense anxiety now prevails. The anxious 
eyes are fixed severely on the fire that is slow- 
ly consuming the remains of their fellow- 
man; they look expectant or as if oa the 
alert for something. Presently the body, 
released of its pinions, severed by the fire, 
moves, springs perhaps to an upright posi- 
tion amidst the flames, scattering the fire in 
all directions. It is a sight most revolting 
and horrible in the extreme, causing even a 
little consternation among the natives. 
To the stranger the spectacle is 
agonizing to behold, for it seems a human 
souls surging and swaying amidst a whirling 
mass of blue vapor, as if struggling in death’s 
agony. We are told that when the fire reaches 
a particular portion of the back the contrac- 
tion causes.the body to rise to a sitting posi- 
tion. Ail the mourners in one accord call 
upon the name of the Most High, then rush 
to the spot and press heavily on the ghastly 
figure with great poles, each moment with 
renewed vigor, until it resists no longer and 
sinks, to be finally lost amid the fury of the 
flames, the fire having by this time increased 
to its height. 

Once more the mourners prostrate them- 
selves silently atthe feet of the deities for 
some moments, then utter loudly ejaculations 
and supplications to the gods, this time, if 
possible, with greater solemnity and rever- 
ence, Then they resume their former posi- 
tions, to keep again their vigil of tne dead. 
The voices die out, and in silent meditation 
they patiently watch the embers smolder 
away until all is over, and the ashes of their 
kinsman are floating widely through the air,
